Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  3 968, 
concerning  various  matters  affecting  the  health  of  those  dwelling 
in  the  Rural  District  and  incorporating  the  record  of  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector. 


There  is  little  of  note  in  the  vital  statistics  although  it  is  pleasing 
to  report  again  a low  Infant  Mortality  Rate — for  the  fouith  yeai  in 
succession — and  the  Stillbirth  Rate  and  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate 
are  also  low.  These  are  all  significant  in  indicating  generally  good 
social  conditions  in  the  District. 


The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was  low.  From 
October  when  it  became  notifiable  until  the  end  of  the  year,  18  cases 
of  infective  jaundice  were  notified.  It  may  be  that  this  disease  is 
more  prevalent  than  was  thought  although  firm  conclusions  about 
this  must  await  further  experience  of  its  notification.  The  downward 
trend  continued  m new  cases  of  tuberculosis,  both  pulmonary  and 
non-pulmonary  forms,  and  also  in  deaths  from  the  disease. 


The  various  schemes  to  help  old  people  continued  to  operate 
quietely  and  efficiently — chiropody,  domiciliary  laundry,  meals 
services: — and  details  of  these  are  included  in  the  Report.  The  most 
significant  progiess  duiing  the  year,  however,  was  the  preparation 
and  construction  of  the  Council’s  further  comprehensive  schemes  for 
housing  old  people  and  including  warden  seevice,  alarm  and  com- 
munication provision  and  communal  halls.  There  is  little  doubt  that 
these  are  setting  a pattern  for  the  housing  of  old  people  which  will 
extend  well  into  the  future. 
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I am  most  grateful  to  Mr.  A.  R.  Moorhouse,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  the  members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
continued  efforts  and  application  during  this  further  busy  year  and 
I am  pleased  to  have  this  opportunity  again  of  thanking  you,  Mr. 
Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  for  your  support  and  the  Officers 
of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation.

432  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year,  240  males  and  192 
females.  The  number  in  1967  was  371.  The  death  rate  (adjusted) 
of  13.3  is  more  than  that  of  the  previous  year  (11.5). 

The  rate  for  County  Durham  is  11.5,  and  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  11.9  (Table  I). 

Individual  causes  of  death  are  shown  in  Table  II. 


Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  accounted  for  176  of  the 
deaths  registered  or  41%  of  all  deaths  registered.  In  1967  the 
figure  was  42%. 


Cancer  accounted  for  90  of  the  deaths  which  represents  20.8% 
of  all  deaths.  In  1967  the  figure  was  16.4%.  The  deaths  from  Cancer 
in  all  forms  is  2.3  per  1,000  population. 


There  were  23  deaths  from  Lung  Cancer  (15  in  1967)  which 
represents  a late  of  0.59  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

2 deaths  were  registered  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  Three 
deaths  were  registered  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  1967.

Too  great  significance  should  not  be  attached  to  a single  rate 
owing  to  the  comparatively  small  numbers  of  deaths  each  year.

There  were  5 deaths  of  children  under  one  month  which 
represents  a rate  of  7.2  per  1,000  live  births.  In  1967  there  were  6 
deaths  giving  a rate  of  8.7.  The  rate  for  Durham  County  is  13.1  and 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  12.4. 
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Early  Neo-Natal  Mortality  (deaths  occurring  during  the  first  week 
of  life). 

There  were  5 deaths  of  children  under  one  week  old.  This 
gives  a rate  of  7.2  per  1,000  live  births.

During  1968  there  were  10  stillbirths  and  5 deaths  of  children 
under  1 week  old.  This  gives  a rate  of  21.2  per  1,000  live  and  still 
births.

7 Domiciliary  Laundry  Service  for  Old  People. 

This  service  which  was  commenced  during  1957,  has  the  aim  of 
helping  elderly  sick  people  in  the  area.  It  is  provided  by  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society,  the  Hospital  Authority  and  the  Local  Health 
Authority  acting  in  conjunction. 

Mrs.  Grime  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Societ}/  has  administered 
this  service  for  some  years,  quietly  and  efficiently  and  with  great 
sympathy  and  we  are  very  sorry  that  upon  leaving  the  Area  she  had 
had  to  relinquish  it.  Mi . and  Mrs.  Cummings  took  it  over  during  the 
year  and  have  been  very  busy  with  it  and  because  of  some  changes 
(for  example: — the  British  Red  Cross  Ambulance  ceased  to  become 
available)  they  had  a number  of  difficulties  to  overcome. 

There  were  18  households  being  served  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  and  this  figure  had  risen  considerable  so  that  when  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Cummings  took  it  over  the  number  was  32  although  by  31st 
December,  1968,  it  had  dropped  again  to  17. 

So  far  no  case  which  has  been  referred  to  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society  has  had  to  be  refused,  but  it  is  very  difficult  to  dead  with  such 
a number  as  32. 

The  service  continues  to  be  a most  useful  one  and  as  with  so 
many  services  for  the  elderly,  many  of  the  old  people  who  benefit 
from  it,  welcome  not  only  the  service  but  the  fact  of  the  regular 
visit  for  laundry  collection.  This  is  some  relief  to  their  loneliness. 

Finally,  credit  must  be  given  also  to  the  Hospital  Authority 
because  it  is  in  St.  Margaret’s  Hospital  that  the  actual  laundering 
is  carried  out.  Should  alternative  arrangements  be  made  for  launder- 
ing in  the  Durham  Group  of  Hospitals  it  will  be  extremely  difficult 
and  may  well  be  impossible  to  operate  the  service. 

8.  Meals  for  Old  People. 

During  the  year  under  review  two  luncheon  clubs  were  formed, 
one  in  the  parish  of  Pittington  and  the  other  in  the  parish  of  Brance- 
peth.  The  cost  of  each  meal  is  I/-  to  the  recipient  and  the  remaining 
operating  and  capital  costs  are  shared  by  this  Council  and  Durham 
County  Council. 

All  the  schemes  continue  to  operate  well,  a tribute  to  the  work 
of  the  volunteers  concerned. 

Details  of  the  meals  schemes  (Meals- on- Wheels  and  Luncheon 
Clubs)  operating  in  the  various  parishes  of  the  District  are  shown  in 
the  Table.

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9.  Chiropody. 

Details  of  the  chiropody  services  operating  in  the  District  are 
shown  in  the  Table. 

In  eleven  parishes  this  service  is  provided  the  cost  being  borne 
by  Durham  County  Council,  the  clinics  being  held  by  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society  with  the  assistance  of  voluntary  helpers.  Much 
voluntary  help  is  given,  the  old  people  make  every  effort  to  attend 
and  the  good  relationships  which  exist  between  the  Chiropodists 
Voluntary  Helpers  and  old  people  contribute  greatly  to  the  success 
achieved  in  operating  this  most  useful  service. 
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Water  Supply. 

The  District  is  supplied  by  the  Durham  County  Water  Board. 
The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity  during 
the  year. 

Mr.  D.  G.  Drummond,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Durham  County 
Water  Board,  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  information  relating 
to  the  water  supply. 


The  consumption  of  water  in  the  Board’s  area  again  showed 
an  increase.  The  unmetered  consumption  amounts  to  29.96  gallons 
per  head  per  day  (28.10  in  1967)  and  the  mteered  consumption  14.95 
(14.76  in  1967),  a total  of  42.91  gallons  a day  for  each  of  the  con- 
sumers in  the  area  of  supply  (42.86  in  the  previous  year). 


There  were  tested,  1,963  bacteriological  samples,  of  which  789 
were  distributed  samples,  (i.e.  samples  taken  from  mains  or  from 
service  pipes  to  properties.)

Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  57  ash  closets/Elsons  in  the  District,  the  majority 
of  which  are  in  houses  scheduled  for  clearance  and  demolition  or 
houses  in  outlying  parts  of  the  District  with  no  sewage  facilities. 

No  conversions  to  water  carriage  system  were  carried  out  during 
the  year  making  a post-war  total  of  526.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  12,987  domestic  premises  out  of  a total  of  13,044  on  the  water 
carriage  system  which  represents  approximately  99.5% 


Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse. 

The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  continued  during  the  year,  the 
refuse  being  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  three  main  tips 
within  the  Area. 

The  reorganisation  of  the  Cleansing  Section  of  the  Health 
Department  continues,  the  third  35  cu.  yd.  Pakamatic  Compression 
Vehicle  was  brought  into  service. 

Planning  permission  has  been  obtained  to  further  extend  the 
new  depot  at*S  her  burn  Village  in  order  to  centralise  the  department. 
It  is  expected  that  these  extensions  will  be  completed  during  1969/70 
when  it  wil  then  be  possible  to  close  the  outlying  garages  at  Coxhoe 
and  Pity  Me. 
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Additional  work-space  and  storage  facilities  at  the  new  depot 
has  meant  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  salvaged  material  being 
sold. 


Trade  refuse  is  removed  from  Factories,  Shops  etc.,  on  a re- 
chargeable basis,  agreements  being  entered  into,  and  an  annual 
charge  being  made  for  the  service. 

We  continue  to  remove  old  furniture  and  bulkv  house  refuse 
free  of  charge,  and  facilities  have  been  made  available  for  residents 
to  use  the  Council’s  refuse  tips  for  depositing  articles  under  the 
Civic  Amenities  Act. 

Municipal  Dust  Bin  Scheme. 

The  Municipal  Dust  Bin  Scheme  proceeded  satisfactorily — - 
some  850  dust  bins  being  replaced  during  the  year. 

Paper  Sacks. 

A Token  Scheme  using  paper  sacks  instead  of  dust  bins  is  in 
operation  in  a private  flatted  development  of  18  dwellings,  and  at  a 
few  two-storied  Council  flats. 


5.  Rodent  Control. 

Two  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out  at  the  Council’s 
Sewers  and  Sewage  Works  during  the  year. 

234  premises  were  found  to  be  infested  with  rats  and  71  with 
mice.  Many  visits  were  made  in  the  course  of  the  successful  treat- 
ment of  these  premises. 

15  contracts  were  entered  into,  with  owners  or  occupiers  of 
agricultural  holdings,  to  carry  out  a minimum  of  two  treatments 
per  year  at  a fixed  price. 

Table  V shows  a summary  of  the  properties  inspected  and 
treated  during  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December,  1968.

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Section  D. — Housing. 

During  the  year  78  houses  were  built  by  the  Council.  (As 
shown  in  the  Table). 

349  houses  were  built  by  private  owners. 

30  houses  were  made  fit  as  a result  of  informal  action  under  the 
Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts. 

5 demolition  orders  were  made  during  the  year  making  a post- 
war total  of  872;  3 Closing  Orders  were  made. 

8 houses  subject  to  demolition  orders,  were  demolished. 
5 houses  subject  to  a Closing  Order  were  closed. 


Overcrowding. 

There  were  no  cases  of  overcrowding  revealed  during  1968. 

8 families  (40  persons)  were  rehoused  from  houses  subject  to 
demolition  order,  and  5 families  (20  persons)  from  houses  subject  to 
dosing  Order. 

Included  in  the  Council’s  scheme  for  rehousing  is  the  provision 
for  priority  to  be  given  to  families  in  which  there  is  a case  of  pul- 
monary tuberculosis  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  represents 
that  rehousing  would  be  beneficial.  There  is  a residential  qualification 
of  one  year. 

The  scheme,  without  doubt,  is  a most  beneficial  provision  in  this 
disease  where  the  relationship  with  housing  conditions  is  considered 
to  be  close. 


Alterations  to  Houses. 

(a)  A scheme  is  in  operation  whereby  alterations  may  be 
effected  to  any  house  in  which  there  lives  a disabled  person,  altera- 
tions which  will  enable  that  person  more  easily  to  overcome  the 
disability. 

Examples  are,  the  extra  provision  of  handrails  to  staircases, 
ramps  in  place  of  steps  in  houses  where  there  is  a wheelchair,  bath 
seats,  fixed  handrails  beside  baths  and  waterclosets,  widening  of 
gateways,  lowering  of  kitchen  fixtures. 
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This  Council  and  the  County  Council  each  contribute  50% 
of  the  cost  of  carrying  out  the  works  of  adaptation.  During  1968  the 
Surveyor  to  the  Council,  carried  out  on  this  basis  alterations  to 
16  Council  houses. 


(b)  Under  the  Acts  the  Council  is  empowered  to  make  Grants 
to  owners  who  wish  to  improve  their  property.

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HOUSING— -COMPREHENSIVE  SCHEMES 

In  1966  there  was  opened  Landsdowne  House  in  Coxhoe,  a 
comprehensive  scheme  for  old  people’s  housing.  It  consists  of  22 
bungalows  and  8 flats  adjoining  a communal  hall  which  has  provision 
for  recreation,  meals,  meetings,  chiropody  and  other  activities. 
The  dwellings  are  centrally  heated,  the  cost  to  the  tenants  being 
included  in  the  rents.  There  is  a warden’s  flat  and  there  is  an  alarm 
and  communication  system  with  each  dwelling.  This  was  the  hist 
of  a number  of  such  schemes,  others  are  in  preparation  for  Bearpark, 
Belmont,  Bowhurn  and  Witton  Gilbert  and  the  Council  intends  that 
ultimately  there  will  be  analagous  provision  in  each  parish.  There 
were  surprisingly  few  difficulties  encountered  in  setting  up  the 
project — -all  who  were  concerned  worked  for  success  with  the  utmost 
goodwill.

Scarlet  Fever. 

27  notifications  weie  received  during  the  year  compared  with  20 
in  1967.  There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

As  in  the  eight  previous  years  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were 
notified  in  the  District. 

During  the  year  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  continued 
by  general  practitioners  in  their  surgeries  under  their  own  arrange- 
ments and  in  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

In  the  Durham  Rural  District  all  children  vaccinated  against 
poliomyelitis  had  oral  vaccine. 


Measles. 

157  cases  were  notified  during  1968  compared  with  489  in  the 
previous  year.  There  were  no  deaths. 


Dysentery. 

There  were  5 cases  of  Dysentery  in  1968  in  the  Area.  No 
cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  during  1967. 


Acute  Meningitis. 

1 case  of  acute  meningitis  was  notified  during  1968. 


Diphtheria. 

For  the  fourteenth  consecutive  year  there  were  no  notifications 
of  diphtheria. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  arranges  that  propaganda  leaflets 
drawing  attention  to  the  need  for  children  to  be  protected  against 
smallpox,  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  are  sent  to  parents  by 
post  when  their  children  attain  the  age  of  three  months.  Further 
propaganda  regarding  immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  despatched 
when  children  are  one  year  old  and  again  at  four  years,  nine  months. 
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The  tables  of  diphtheria  immunisation  show  that  records  were 
received  of  360  children  under  the  age  of  5 years  having  received 
a full  course  of  primary  immunisation  during  the  year,  compared 
with  592  during  1967.  80  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  15 

years  received  booster  injections  during  the  year. 

Food  Poisoning. 

There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  during  the  year. 
Whooping  Cough. 

29  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  during  the  year,  55 
in  1967.  Two  notifications  were  in  respect  of  children  aged  from  i to 
2 years.  There  were  no  deaths  from  whooping  cough. 

Immunisation  against  the  disease  may  be  obtained  from  general 
medical  practitioners  and  local  health  authority  clinics. 

It  may  be  in  the  form  of  a combined  injection  against  diphtheria 
and  tetanus  also. 

Acute  Pneumonia. 

Between  January  and  October  1st,  1968,  3 cases  of  pneumonia 
were  notified.  Under  the  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regu- 
lations 1968,  pneumonia  ceased  to  be  notifiable  after  1st  October, 
1968.
